Secondly, I would warn you of the lurking dangers of half¬ 
hearted service. No task God gives will require less than 
our all. In Luke 9 the requirement is to deny self. Those 
who said "Me first” were rejected. If our Savior is wor¬ 
thy of our all then we must at all times give all. Too often 
we are tempted to combine His revealed duty“"wlth some 
other task, dividing our time, doing neither well, and be¬ 
coming a disappointment to God and self. The “so-so 
Christian” has lost his vision and his power* Note how 
carefully Scripture records that the disciples forsook all. 
There may be many factors that explain why Israel was 
defeated at Ai. Sin was basically there, but note that only 
a part of the army went up. It looked too easy. Every task 
for God will require all of you and His all-sufficiency. 


Then lastly, the assured blessing of His presence will pro¬ 
vide the daily encouragement needed. I cannot think of any 
blessing so constantly ours as just the preciousness of His 
presence. Indwelt by His spirit, and thereby made partaker 
of the fulness of Christ, no task should be large or small in 
our eyes. He is not limited by size, “La, I am with you 
alway. **

''Commit thy way unto the Lord; trust also in him, and 
he shall bring it to pass, 11 Psalm 37:5 

This is the favorite verse of Miss Mary Hervey, who for 
thirty years was Registrar of the Washington Bible Insti¬ 
tute and its predecessor, the American Home Bible Insti¬ 
tute, 

Miss Hervey came to Washington to work for the United 
States Government in 1918, and retired in the fall of 1955 
to return to her home in Butler, Pennsylvania, However, 
her work for the Government became incidental to her 
real work for our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 

In 1925 she became a member of the Cabinet of the Ame¬ 
rican Home Bible Institute, as well as the Registrar, un¬ 
der its founder and President, Mr, Edward Collamore. 
Of this experience she writes, * 1 It was while helping with 
Bible study by correspondence that I began to realize the 
need and privilege of Bible study through the Bible Insti¬ 
tute and the real need of such a training school in the na¬ 
tion's capital, " 

Miss Hervey, because of her vision backed up by person¬ 
al sacrifice, born of the confiction that Washington could 
have a worthy Bible institute, gave unceasing encourage¬ 
ment and leadership during the years of depression until 
the merger with other schools brought Into being the pre¬ 
sent organization. 

Miss Hervey put her ministry for the Lord at W, B, I, 
first in her life. It was in a large measure her devotion 
that carried the school through the early years of testing 
and brought victory. 

The heritage of such sacrifice for the Lord is a coveted 
foundation for an institution dedicated to the teaching of 
the Word of God. We lift our voices in thanksgiving to 
God for the life of service rendered by Miss Mary Her¬ 
vey. 




Miss Ethel Vance came to Washington from Michigan iir 
19 19 to work for the United States Government. Soon af- 
•ter her arrival, she became interested in a Bible Class 
taught by Mr, Edward Collamore, founder of the Ameri¬ 
can Home Bible Institute, 

In 19 2 3 Miss Vance was elected to the Cabinet of the In¬ 
stitute, and held the office of secretary of this control¬ 
ling body until 19 3 8, when the Institute was merged with 
other schools to form the present Washington Bible Insti¬ 
tute, For over twelve years Miss Vance was instructor 
in Bible Synthesis and in Gospel of John, In addition, 
she pursued her personal studies and received the diplo¬ 
ma of the Institute in 1932, 

Since 1938 Miss Vance has assisted greatly in the office 
work of the evening school. This past fall she retired 
from the Agriculture Department of the U, S, Govern¬ 
ment, and is moving to Michigan to be near her relatives. 

Miss Vance will be remembered for the vital part she 
played in maintaining the American Home Bible Institute 
after the death of Mr, Collamore until a stronger organi¬ 
zation came into being. Her cheerful, consistent Chris¬ 
tian testimony, along with her faithful support of W. B. I, 
in classroom and office, has endeared her to the hearts 
of hundreds of students and friends in this area, 
Washington Bible Institute pays tribute to her with 
thanksgiving to the Lord for using her in laying the foun¬ 
dation of this testimony.
